HE San Francisco conference 

marks the high tide to date of 

American interest in international 
organization. The four Foreign Affairs 
Outlines on Building the Peace, issued by 
the Department of State,* list more than 
a dozen international agencies established 
before 1939, but in the era between the 
two wars their activities were seldom 
front-page news, and were chiefly the 
concern of the specialist. The bulk of the 
people know very little, even in a general 
way, about the international organizations 
of the past, and the reading public has not 
made much demand upon libraries for 
materials about them. 

This lack of general information is re- 
flected in various misconceptions which 
have arisen about the United Nations Re- 
lief and Rehabilitation Administration— 
the first new international organization to 
grow out of this war. The kind of inquiry 
which reaches the UNRRA headquarters 
in Washington, the questions asked at 
public meetings, and occasional press 
comment by those who have failed to con- 
sult the documents before rushing into 
print, indicate that too many persons do 
not realize how international organizations 
must function. They do not even realize 
that UNRRA is not merely an American 
affair, but is thoroughly international in 
creation, in government, in staff, in financ- 
ing, and in activities; that its Director 
General—an American, Herbert H. Leh- 
man, former Governor of New York—was 
not appointed by the President but was 
elected by the representatives of the 44 
member Governments who sit on the 
UNRRA policy-making Council; that the 
United States was not asked to provide 
all of the money for UNRRA’s operating

expenses, but only to make the same rela- 
tive contribution as other uninvaded coun- 
tries—1% of its national income for the 
year ending June 30, 1943; and that all of 
the member Governments contribute to 
UNRRA’s administrative expenses. 

The same lack of general information 
about the functioning of international 
agencies also results in confusion between 
the aggregate problems of relief and re- 
habilitation and the part—a comparatively 
small one—which UNRRA is to play in 
their solution. UNRRA was not created to 
do the whole job of world relief and reha- 
bilitation and it is not concerned with the 
problems of reconstruction. Its budget is 
less than two billion dollars; the need ex- 
ceeds 100 billions. Other resources are 
also helping to meet relief and rehabilita- 
tion requirements: the Military, which is 
responsible as long as it is in control of 
any ‘area; numerous voluntary agencies 
in this country and abroad; and the liber- 
ated countries themselves, which will sup- 
ply a large proportion of their own needs 
from indigenous resources, and if they 
have foreign exchange will buy their own 
relief supplies from abroad. UNRRA is 
merely the instrument through which are 
done the things that can best be done by 
international collaboration rather than by 
individual countries acting alone. 

If the public is to judge the activities of 
any international organization—and judge 
them it must if the organizations are to 
have the public support which is essential 
to their achievement of objectives—there 
must be a much clearer public conception 
of the particular tasks which face them, 
and the specific limitations which are 
placed upon them by their policy-making 
bodies. American librarians have an in-

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creasing obligation to make certain that 
their shelves contain a sufficient amount 
of authoritative current material to meet 
the new needs of the reading public. In- 
ternational organizations, on their side, 
may have a larger obligation than hereto- 
fore to provide information about their 
activities, in a form which can be assimi- 
lated by the layman as well as by the 
expert. 

The kinds of material which the different 
international organizations will provide 
will depend, of course, upon the character 
of their work, and the appeal to the read- 
ing public will vary according to the fields 
with which the organizations deal. In the 
past most international organizations have 
functioned chiefly as clearing houses of 
information. UNRRA, however, is an op- 
erating agency. Its structure is of interest 
to students and professors of political 
science, economics, administration, and 
law. Its particular activities make it of 
special interest to a far larger group. It 
is procuring large quantities of relief and 
rehabilitation supplies in the world 
market, for distribution to liberated coun- 
tries which request its aid—food, fuel, 
clothing, shoes, medicines, soap, seeds, fer- 
tilizers, fishing equipment, spare parts for 
machinery, tools, trucks, farming imple- 
ments, raw materials, etc.; its operations 
are therefore of interest to manufacturers, 
economists and experts in world trade. It 
is supplying relief services in the fields of 
social welfare, displaced persons, medical 
care and public health, and rehabilitation 
services in such technical fields as agricul- 
ture, sanitation, transportation and public 
utilities, which make it of interest to soci- 
ologists, social workers, migration author- 
ities, specialists in child care, nutritionists, 
doctors, nurses and other experts in public 
health, agronomists, engineers, and tech- 
nicians of various kinds. The humanitarian 
aspects of UNRRA’s work, the fact that it 
cooperates with a large number of volun- 
tary relief agencies in this country and 
abroad, some of which have lent personnel 
for its work in the Balkans, and its spon- 


sorship of two large national collections 
of used clothing, shoes and blankets, make 
it the concern of nearly all “doers of good 
works.” 

International organizations have an ob- 
ligation to furnish information in more 
than one country; moreover, their budgets 
for paper and printing and personnel are 
comparatively small. Within its limita- 
tions, however, UNRRA is now attempt- 
ing to get out materials to meet these mul- 
tiple interests, and to close the gap 
between the information which, being 
newsworthy, may reach the public through 
the medium of the press and radio, and the 
larger body of information which must 
reach the public through the so-called 
“slow media.” 

These latter materials are of three types: 
documents, periodicals, and descriptive 
pamphlets for general information pur- 
poses. Most of them have been distributed 
without charge, though three are now on 
sale by the International Documents 
Service of the Columbia University Press 
—the Journal of the Second Session of the 
Council (which contains also some of the 
related documents of the First Session), a 
Compilation of the Resolutions on Policy 
of the First and Second Sessions of the 
Council, and a report of the Studies Sub- 
committee of the Standing Technical Com- 
mittee on Welfare, entitled Emergency 
Welfare Services, which is of special inter- 
est to one professional group, the social 
workers. 

The Journal of the First Session of the 
UNRRA Council was not reproduced in 
sufficient quantity for general distribution. 
The lack was met in part by a pamphlet 
of Selected Documents brought out by the 
U. S. Government Printing Office for the 
Department of State. This, however, was 
not accompanied by an index, and UNRRA 
itself later made up that lack. For the sake 
of librarians it is to be hoped that new 
international organizations in the future 
will learn something from these inade- 
quate first attempts to make the UNRRA 
basic documents available. 
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The documents which are the basis of 
action at Council meetings have in the 
main not been made public. However, the 
Report of the Director General to the Sec- 
ond Session (which was of course his first 
report), and a supplement to it, were 
printed in substantial quantities, and their 
availability has been widely advertised in 
numerous ways. Copies were distributed 
to libraries on request, and they went to 
about 4000 libraries through the library 
packet service of the Office of War Infor- 
mation. In Canada they were made avail- 
able through the Wartime Information 
Board, and in Great Britain through His 
Majesty’s Stationery Office. 

The Office of War Information has also 
distributed several pamphlets containing 
general information of different types, and 
is regularly sending out two UNRRA peri- 
odicals—the UNRRA Monthly Review, 
which contains a_ general summary 
of UNRRA activities, quotations from 
speeches of officials, reports of meetings 
of Committees, ete., and In the Wake of 
the Armies, also a monthly, which is de- 
scribed as “raw material for writers, di- 
rectors, producers, story editors.” This 
contains human interest stories taken from 
the reports from UNRRA personnel in the 
field, which have been reaching UNRRA 
headquarters in increasing volume since 
April when it took over responsibility for 
relief activities in Greece and Yugoslavia, 
and began its limited program in Italy. 
These two publications will make it possi- 
ble for UNRRA to issue regularly current 
information about its complex and far- 
flung operations, which are now, since the 
liberation of Europe, moving into full 
swing. 

When UNRRA became responsible for 
administering the two International Sani- 
tary Conventions of 1944, it became obli- 
gated to publish for the benefit of health 
authorities current data about the inci- 
dence of epidemic diseases throughout 
the world. This obligation is met by a 
third periodical—the semimonthly Epi- 
demiological Information Bulletin. There

are no arrangements at present to make 
this available to general libraries; indeed 
the data is of such a technical nature that 
it could not be of great use to many of 
them. 

Several U.S. Government periodicals 
have carried official information about 
UNRRA and will doubtless continue to 
do so. Librarians will do well to watch the 
Department of State Bulletin, the Social 
Security Bulletin, Education for Victory, 
and others for articles of this sort. Non- 
governmental magazines have carried ar- 
ticles by Mr. Lehman and other UNRRA 
officials including Francis B. Sayre, Diplo- 
matic Adviser; Roy F. Hendrickson, Depu- 
ty Director General; and Fred K. Hoehler, 
Director of Displaced Persons Division. 

Some official materials are also available 
from other sources. For example, in the 
United States the President is under obli- 
gation to render to the Congress a quar- 
terly Report on U.S. Participation in Oper- 
ations of UNRRA, which is prepared by 
the Foreign Economic Administration. 

UNRRA has attempted to meet the need 
for nondocumentary materials by produc- 
ing four pamphlets, for different purposes. 
UNRRA: Organization, Aims and Prog- 
ress is a substantial descriptive booklet, 
with charts, suitable for those who want 
considerable detail. Out of the Chaos gives 
the story of UNRRA in a more popular, 
readable style. UNRRA in Outline is what 
its name suggests, and is for use as a 
handout at meetings, etc.; it contains a 
summary of current operations and is to 
be reprinted at frequent intervals to keep 
this section up to date. A Program on 
United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation 
contains a series of speeches made at a 
conference of representatives of 50 na- 
tional women’s organizations last October, 
in a form useful for planning programs 
about UNRRA. 

In addition to the material from official 
sources, a considerable amount of writing 
has been done, though not all of it is ac- 
curate. A list of recommended articles, 
through January, will be found in the 
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Selected Reading List put out by the 
United Nations Information Office. A few 
pamphlets have been produced by private 
groups, both in this country and abroad, 
and a few more are scheduled for early 
fall. There is an excellent series by the 
National Planning Association. It is re- 
grettable, however, that more of this type 
of material has not appeared. People are 
asking for more than information. They 


want a critical evaluation, a pointing up . 
of the issues—economic, social, and politi- 
cal—which inevitably confront an interna- 
tional agency. As “Exhibit A” of the new 
“specialized agencies established by inter- 
governmental agreement,” UNRRA offers 
an unusual opportunity to scholars in 
these fields, and to those who have the 
happy faculty of combining accuracy with 
a popular style for the layman.
